# have been a Pious and Gratulatory 
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from the low and deſpicable State of a Shepherd ; nay 
from the mean degree of a Fugitive or baniſhed Perſon, 
to ſway the Scepter of God's People, and im the room 
of his Father Sa/ to be another King over 1/rae/. 

My Text, 'tis true, is not uncommonly nor improperly 

underſtood by all Divines agreeable with that applica 
tion of it to the ſame purpoſe which the Apoſtle make 
in As 4.11, — to refer to Chriſt ; who being tk 
fone which the builders (4. e. ) the Jews refuſed, and the 
Perſon which they did afterwards moſt deſpitefully Cry 
cify, « now, being riſen from the dead, become the head 
ftone of the corner, or the chief Pillar and Foundation 
of the Church of God. And therefore in a Prophetic 
Rapture, being eſpecially affiſted thereunto by the Db 
vine Spirit, the Royal P/a/miſft is ſuppoled hereby tot 
lebrate (even before it came to vaſt the ReſurreQtion 
of Chriſt our Redeemer from the dead, and to congr 
tulate that moſt beneficial advancement of his Perſon 
the Regalia, and. Supream Authority next under God 
his Father, in the Kingdom of Heaven. 

But waving this typical and figurative Interpretatigs 
(though no queſtion lufficiently intended by our Royal 
Prophet in this Plalm ) 1 ſhall take theſe words at pre 
fent only in a literal ſenſe, as they are part of that grate 
ful.and devouracknowledgment, which Holy David did 
humbly offer to the Divine Majeſty for thoſe repeated 
Deliverances which the watchful Eye of Providepce had 
ever afforded him amidſt all his manifold Dangers and 
Tribulations ; but more eſpecially for that unexpeQted 
and (urprizing Revolution in the Exaltation of his Pet 
ſon and Family ro the Throae and Scepter of 1/ael. 

Conſidering the extraordinary pre-eminence of King 
Dxvid above all other Kings, as well upon the account 


of his Prophetical Spirit, as of the peculiar __y 
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an immediate Divine Appointment, that he and his 
Family ſhould ſway the Scepter of I/rae/ ; (which was 
ſuch a Title to a Crown as no Kings out of the Jewiſh 
Oeconomy have ever ſince been able with the utmoſt aſl. 
ſtance of all their Mercenary Advocates for Arbitrary 
Government, to juſtify a claim to) : I ſay, conſiderin 

this, and his other many perſonal Merits, eſpecially his 
Exemplary Devotions, and the tender regard which he 
always had to the Profeſſion of God's True Religion, ir 
may, perhaps, be a juſt Scruple to ſome, how far ſachan 
occalional Compariſon might be well proſecuted, which 
my Text invites me to make, between King David and 
that Prince, whoſe wonderful and happy Reſtoration to 
theſe Kingdoms we are this day-conven*d, by the Order 
of our Government, to commemorate, and out of a re- 
ligious ſenſe of the great Bleſſing, to return nnto God 
the Author and Procurer of it, our devouteſt Acknow- 

ents, and moſt pious Thankſgivings.

Frei will be pardonable, | hope, is me, if I make not 
wo forward a ſtep in dawbing over the CharaQters of 
Princes : But however, this I will be bold to affirm, 
That if we examinethe Journals of cheir ted 
broken Fortunes, how very difficult and alike Providen- 
tial the Circumſtances of their Eſcape were from the 
&ep-laid Treachery and Machinations of their Ene- 
ies, nd dev err their betey Roo 0es recked to _ 
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the King of Garth for ProteQion, they were wonderful 
brought back = in Peace to their own Country, 
and alike rewarded with the Donation of a Crown 
their Travel. 

If we conſider theſe broken une of Story, with x

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eally and ſoinſeparably dependent upon each other, tha

there is no pollibility of arriving at a rational perception 
of the one, without rhe neceſſary reſult and ſuppoſition 
of the other. 

For the Belief of the real exiſtence of the one, does 
efeQually eſtabliſh the conſequent Hypotheſis of the 
voiverſal Influence and Attuartion of the other ; as on 
the contrary, to deny either, is to take away the com- 
mon Belicf and Afſlent which is due to both. 

Becauſe God and Providence are words of the ſame 
import and ſignification, though with this only difte- 
rence, that one denotes the Perſon, or Tafinitely Power 
ful Being that made the World at firſt out of nothing 3 
and the other expreſſes, that neceſſary and eſſential At» 
viburte of the Deity, his Infinite Wiſdom, by which he 

continually over us, watching and ordering all 

+l things in it for the beſt, ſo as to prevent what muſt 
atherwiſe unavoidably come to pals, a general Ruin and 

E Confuſion amongſt us. 

For were it true, which the Fools affirm in their hearts 
when they ſay that there is no God; and had there been 
a9 firſt and infinite Being to have given life by his bare 

, i toall the other beings that are now Exiſting in the 

Ef Vorld, all things had for ever been locked up in the 
wmb of an eternal and ſilent Chaos ; and they would 

ſtill remained in the ſame unaQtive and inſenſible 

e, as they were once in before the Eternal Word 

ve Being and Exiſtence to them, or put them into 

ad ſo in like manner, were there at this time no ſuch 

Wng as a Superintending Providence to DireCt and Or- 
Fthe Aﬀairs of this World here below, but that all 
s, according to the Epicurean Conjecture, were 
mandoned to blind Fate and an uncertain Chance, the 
ders of the Univerſe would quickly — 
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ſively great and intolerab'e. In ſhort, were it not for 
DireQion ofa Divine Providence, Nature it ſelf after ſug 
along [ries of Time muſt needs decay, and run fromyf 
its Hiages, and Mankind would be {con deſtroycd frog 
off the face of the Earth. 

That God Almighty therefore does aQtually concen 
himſelf about the Adminiſtration of human Afﬀain; 
and that his Providence is eminently exerted over mix 
kind in the various Revolutions and Alterations of Gs 
vernment that do ordinarily happen, will be abundans 
ly evident from theſe following Conſiderations, 

Firſt, From the Reaſon and Nature of Governmeg 
it ſelf, which being purpoſely inſtituted for the ſake 
Order, and a peaceable Harmony among ſociable Cres 
tures ; I mean, for the Publick Good and Benefit of th 
governed, rather than as ſome have fantaſtically i 
ned, to gratify the Boundleſs Luxury of any particy 
Perſon or Perſons that ſhall ſo happen to be ſet overt 
reſt, _ + 7 vert trnn NN ſu == the Care _ ; 
tinual Superi of an All-wiſe Being, that firf 
—_ mankind for Society, and wk diſpe 
them in ſowanderful a manner as he has done, for th 


Terms of SubjeQtion and redy mn 
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For ſeeing that all men are by nature equally ambis 
ous of Power and Dominion, and alike impatient d 
being controul'd and _ by others, it muſt be the 
Power and Will of God alone, that ſhould firſt inclix 
men to forgo theſe their N atural Propenſities of Tyrus 
niziog and Domineering over one another, and inftadffle 
thereof to give up their Lives and Fortnnes ſo unank 
—_ as they have done, to the Stated Forms of Cini

For an infinite Wiſe Being, ſuch as rhe common No- 
mof Perſetion in the Godhezd ſuppoles him to be, 
td never Ordain and Appoint any thing to be, but 
he muſt be thoughe fikewiſe ro be ever careful of 

ards, and to provide always for its Continuance 
Preſervation, And therefore, if he Inftiruted Go- 
nment at firſt io the World for the Publick Good and 
ner of Human Society , he muſt be ſuppos'd to be: 
Wconcern'd in the Diſpoſal and Adminiſtration of uy 
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and to be privy toallthe TranſaQtions and Revolution 
relating to States and Kingdoms. 
But Secondly, The Conſideration of his Attributes of 
infinite PerfeQtion in Power, Knowledge, G 
and Wiſdom, do juſtly beſpeak him to be the Mighy 
King of kings, and Lord of lords, and the only ruler of 
rINnces. 
F His Omnipotence imports, That he is the Suprean 
Legiſlator and Governor of the whole Earth, and tha 
all chings are ordered according to his Will, or by hi 
Permiſhon ; and that no Government is ſet up or pullt 
down, but through the uncontroulable Superintenden 
cy of his Pleaſure, who has before decreed to have it 
and has accordingly rais'd up fit and proper Inſtrumens 
for the bringing it to paſs. 

He it is that whiſtles for the fly out of Feypt, or the be 
out of the land of Aſſyria, Iſa. 7. 18, That ftirs up4 
Pharaoh to perlecute, or a Nebuchadnezzar to carry int 
Captivity his People. In a word, he it is that calls i 
Foreign Armies into a Nation to deſtroy it, or elſe fink 
Enemiesenough at home to effe his purpoſes, whena 
Land is ripe for his Judgments, and that the meaſur 
of its Iniquity is full, 

Ina word, He it is that prefers and degrades, for Re 
ſons beſt known to himſelf ; chat gives Merit and $u6 
ceis to ſome boldUndertakers, and yet at the ſame time 
infatuates the Counſel, and defeats the Purpoſes d 
others. To uſe King David's words, who found it expe 
rimentally true ; He it is that publeth down one, ard ſetteth 

another : For promotion cometh. neither {rom the Fa, 
mor from the Weſt, nor from the South, -but God is the judge, 
Plal. 75. v.6, 7. 

His Omniſcience and Omnipreſence do juſtly entitk 
him to be the great Arbitrator and Umpire between 
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yeral Kings and their _ and between Sove. 
rign Princes and their People, For there is no Plot or 
Conſpiracy that can be hid from his Allſeeing Eye. He 
Te all our AQtions, he hears all our Words, nay 
he anderftandeth the wery ſecrets of the Heart, and try- 
ith the Reins; fo that nothing can poſhibly eſcape his 
Knowledge. 
He therefore may be well ſuppoſed to know what De- 
are forming by one Prince againſt another, what 
Treachery there is io their Treaties, and what noto- 
ious falfifications there ſometimes are in their moſt ſo- 
mn Vows and Promiſes. He is preſent alſo at all Ca- 
bals and Conſultations, and will either blaſt or ripen 
their policick Devices, as ſhall beſt conduce to that great 
end which he propoſes to himſelf in the Adminiſtration 
of his Government over us, I mean, his own Glory and 
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our Good. 

He can eaſily penetrate the thick diſguiſe of fair pre- 
tences, and is well acquainted with the infide of every 
man's heart, He can tathom the bottom of all the deep- 
& Intrigues of State that have been, or ſhall ever hap- 
pento be carried on between a Prince and his People 1n 
the proſecution of a ſeparate Intereſt : And when dif. 
ſkences are on foot between them, as he is privy to the 
Defigns, ſo he is able to prevent the miſchief of either 
ide, before the reciprocal Charges and Clamours which 
they make againſt each other ſhall have time to blow up 
thecoals of their Contention into a flame; or improve 
their firſt miſunderſtandings into the bloody ARts of an 
oea and implacable Hoſtility, 

Thus for inſtance, he can diſtinguiſh whether their 
Jyparings, and whiſper'd Diſcontentments, have a 
wand juſt occaſion, yea or no: If they are juſt and 
whoa), he will perhaps regard their Complaints, and 

D C further 
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further all their Attempts whatſoever for the Redrelggf 
their Grievances, and the Recovery of their juſt Righy 
and Liberties. Butif onthe contrary, the ver 
and: unreaſonable Exceptions, only agaialt the 
and well-meane Adminiſtration of theur Governors, he 
will then fruſtrate all their Seditious practices, and by 
the Rod of the Civil Magiſtrate give the n ample Cha, 
ſtiſement for their folly :. Thus according to that of the 
Pſalmiſt 37.17. God breaketh the arm of the wicked. $g 
on the other hand, he is not ſo. inſeoſible { as ſome Mg. 
chiavillians may imagine) when Princes delign the 
Ruin and Deftrution of their SubjeRs ( /or the heary 
kings. are in- his rele and governance ). he knows what 
are clandeſtinely formed and carried on by them 
and their Miniſters for the ſubverſion of a National Rel 
gion, and other Legal Immunities of a People and i 
it ſo pleaſes him, then Achirophel and Ab/alom-like they 
ſhalt not. proſper, butbe confounded. | 
He ſees the difference between juſt and unjuſt, and bs 
tween right and and can readily adjuſt all the g 
ny Controverkies that have been- ſtarted and | 
died to and fro about Liberty and Prerogative : Bec 
he knows the utmoſt Bounds of Prigaces Power, andthe 
iginal or. Fundamental. Reaſon of their. being o 
with it. | 
Thus, for-inſtance, if Princes employ their Powe, 
and exerciſe their Authority for the common. Weal 
a Nation, Gad will undoubtedly crown all their 
takings with Succeſs; and then, like So/omon, their Wi 
dom improving with that of their Government, t 
ſhall daily encreafe both in Power and in Riches, 
But if they begin co afk-Q an unreaſonable Jurildi 
on, and to Tyrannize over the Peqple, contrary toll” 
implicd: Conditions. of all Governments, which, = 
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juſtifiable chan whilſt the primary ends of their 
torion ſhall be obſerved in the Proteftion and Preſer- 
vation of a Peoples Jl Rights and Liberties, 

If Princes, I lay, begin to affeQt ſuch Abuſes of Power 
x theſe, then it may reaſonably be preſumed, that he 
will croſs and dilappoint all their Meaſures, and cut 
them off as he did Reho9boam, that early AﬀeRer of Ar- 
bitrary Power, by the Loſs of Ten Tribes from his Go- 
vemment. And thus, as J-b long ſince obſerveth, does 
(od pour oat hircontempt on ſome Princes, Job 12. 21. 

Bur ſurcher ; "The Infinite Goodneſs and Wiſdom of 
God is another ſpecial Qualification and Title in him to 
the Supreme Government of the Univerſe, and a ſuffi- 
dent reaſon to evidence this great truth which I have 
&n<d, w/z. That he does atually concern himſelf in 
the various Revolutions and Alterations that do occaſi- 
mlly happen throughout the ſeveral States and King- 
d&ms of the World. His Goodneſs diſpoſes him to com- 
dſerate the Miſeries and Calamities of an Enſlaved and 

ed People;zand his Wiſdom provides 71 remedies 

inſt the times of their Diftreſs, preparing all things ne. 

ry, the worthy Inſtruments and brave Undertakers, 


Eawellasrhe ways and means of their Deliverance.

And ſo it came to paſs by the Wiſdom of the ſame 
good Providence of God, that Ten Tribes unanimoy 
xevolting together as they did, they bravely aſſerted ther 
Liberty, and by the bold refuſal of having him for their 
King , they preſerved themſelves a free and unenſlavel

For Modern Examples of the like kind ( beſides the 
late wonderful Revolution that occaſions this preſen 
Solemaity) *ris obſervable, that when the great and ve 
ry Potent King of Spain was immoveably fix'd upon the 
oppreſſion of his SubjeQts in the Low Countries, God 
Providence was ready at hand to favour the Righteow 
Cauſe of the Oppreſled, and he accordingly raiſed ap a 
horn of ſalvation for them in thele Kingdoms, our Re 
nowned Virgin Queen of moſt bleſſed memory, to wv 
move the ground and occaſion of their juſt Complaint, 
and to eſtabliſh their Freedom. 

And for another Inſtance of this nature, but cy 
it may ſuffice to remark the ſtupendious Proceedings 
Providence which both diſpoſed and enabled thoſe ver 
ra to repay our kindneſs to them with the very ſame

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Turn done unto us. 

For when our Rights and Properties, and what ſhould 
be dearer to us, our Religion, were juſt a breathing ont 
its laſt, by reaſon of an upſtart Popiſh Arbitrary Powe 
that was then hurrying and hudling up all things top 
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ther to compleat our Confuſions and Deſtruftion, it 
pleaſed the Infinite Goodneſs of our Merciful God to 
put it into the hearts of theſe very People to furniſh our 

ing (the glorious Champion of England's, nay of Ex- 
rpe's Liberty) with means ſufficient at once to attempt 
and accompliſh our Deliverance. And this too, as we 
have reaſon to ſay, was marvellous in our ezes, and was 
undoubtedly the Lord's doing. 

Ina word, The Divine Goodneſs does principally

might obtain an eaſier paſſage, and a more agrceabk 
admittance amongſt them. 
To this Head I cannot forbear to refer one Inſtang 
more, (and though ſome pn may think it too þ 
ign to the Argument in hand, \et, with ſubmiſſig 
I think it ſufficiently vindicates the interpoſirion of 4 
Divine Providence in the diſpoſal and adminiſtration 
Human Aﬀairs). For thus Auzuſtws Ceſar ſeems to hax 
been purpoſely direCted by the ſpecial Providence of Gal 
to tax the world, Luke 2. 1. in that uncuſtomary mas 
ner as he did, rhat fo every man repairing to his ow 
City, Chriſt by that means might be born at Berh/chen, 
a City of Judah, according as it was foretold by the Pw 
pher Micha 5.5. And ſo likewiſe, to verify che Predb 
@ton of another Prophet, was the very ſame Perſon cas 
firm'd and eſtabliſh'd in the free and undiſturbed poſh 
ſion of his Empire ; to the end, that as an Initrumen 
wherewith to accompliſh che Eternal and Irr-verſibk 
Decrees of a Sup-rintending Providence, he might ſhut 


the Temple of Jauw, and ſertle an Univerlal Peaal 


throughout the World againſt that time whea the great 
Prince of Peace was to be born in it. 
But to wind up rhe whole thread of this Argumeat: 
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Let us further refle@ on theſe following Particulay, 
each of which well adverted to, will abundantly illuſtrate

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Had it ever conſtantly fo fell out in the adminiſtration 
of a National and Publick Truſt,as ic very uſually does 
ate TranſaCtions of a Domeſtick and Private Capa- 
ay; And had there ever. been ſo many uninterrupted 
weceſſions of Wiſe and Warlike Princes to inherit a 
Cown, and to manage the weighty Afﬀairs of ſome 
Dominion, correſpondent to what may be obſer- 
in many private Families, where there has been it 
may be a continual Generation of ſuc) as by their great 
Prudence and ſagacious Conduct have encreas'd and 
aaveyed down an Improv'd Eſtate to their Poſterities. 
The whole World would have truckled long ſince to 
te Arbitrary SubjeQion of ſome mighty Nimrod's Race; 
ind all the Kingdoms or particular Forms of Govern- 
ment that are now extant among us, had but been fo 
ecarious Tenures under lome one great and In- 
oable Monarch. 
Ia Popular Governments there may be perhaps ( for 
hb twas among the Romans ) a longer Succeſſion of 
ſorthy Magiſtrates and Brave Pham. (the Condition 
neceſſity of ſuch Governments requiring it ſhould 
te) to ſecure men againſt the common danger of Fo- 
gn and Inteſtine Wars. But in this Caſe too there is, 
nonly a due Criſis which puts a period to the Suc-. 
d Proſperity of their Sare. 
For thus the exceſſive Wealth of Great men does ei-. 
ker inſenſibly betray and deliver them over to Luxury, 
enciouſneſs, and the moſt deſpicable degrees of Bf. : 
7 in their Conduct : orelſe in timetheir Boundleſs 
ition and Mutual Contention among one another for 
riority, will effeCtually prepare a way as well for 
ber own ruin, as the final Subverſion of their admired ; 


has. 
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But to reaſſume the firſt Obſervation, if we conſider 
the Succeſſions that have hapned in moſt Countries, we 
may well conclude from it, that God's Providence fe 
the Realon already ſuggeſted, is very nearly and ing, 
mately concern'd in them all. 

For ſecing God Almighty, whoſe Wiſdom is un 
ſearchable, and his Ways paſt finding out, is privy to, 
and has eternally foreſeen allthe Natural Conſequence, 
and probable Event of Things ; and knows very well 
that incaſe he ſhould give to this or that Nation a con- 
tinual Race of Virtuous and Vittorious Princes, that 
then neither the Rivers nor Seas, the Mountains nor 
Deſerts would contain them. or reſtrain their unbridled 
Ambition from invading the Territories of a Nei 
bouring Prince : He therefore the better to keep 
Ballanceeven between them, and to preſerve the diſtin} 
or ſeparate Intereſt of Governments and Countries in the 
ſame manner, as he hath long ſince eſtabliſhed and ſt 
led it, does very rarely bleſs any one Kingdom with 
Two Princes of the ſame Mind, or the like Virtues. 

Agreeable to which method of his Providence,it ws, 
. that Rehoboam ſucceeded Solomon, that after Hezekid 
came Manaſſes, and ſo on in the ſeveral Reigns and Sus 
ceſſions of the Kings of Judah and Iſrael. 

The like happen'd (as we read in Prophane Hiſtory) 
among the Romans, when Tiberius ſucceeded Anguſim, 
and Domitian to Titus, &c. And there might be 1n the 
Hiſtory of our own Nation, a Colletion made by thok 
that are better at leiſure than my ſelf to do it, of ſome 
Unhappy Princes that have not come up to the true Br 
very, the exa& Juſtice, and approved Wiſdom of cher 
Renowned Predeceſlors. | 

Much to the ſame purpoſe, IT might refle& on the 
many inſtantes of unexpetted Revolutions, which _
